GERMANS SIGNED FIRST. 


The apoehal meeting in the Hall of Mirrors began at 3:10 


o'clock and the German delegates, the first to sign, affixed their 
signatures at 3:13 o'clock. They were followed by the Ameri- 
can delegates, headed by President Wilson and then by the 
plenipotentiaries of Great Britain, France, Italy and Japan. 
The representatives of trie minor powers signed in alphabetical 
order. 


'CHINA DID NOT SIGN. 


China's delegates did not attend the session, declining to 


sign the treaty because they were not permitted to make 
reservations.

Smuts Signed 


Under Protest 


Versailles, June 28.—General

Christian Smuts, one of the delegates 
representing the Union of South Af- 
rica, signed the treaty under protest.

been confirmed as the under secretary 
of state, the assistant secretary of 
State, Mr. William Phillips as acting 
secretary of state today In the ab- 
sence of Mr. Polk, personally watched 
the opening of the circuit and ".he 
transmission of the first messages. 


"The American mission at the peace 


conference h-.d advised the depart- 
ment of state several days In ad- 
vance that on the day of the signing 
the circuit would be arranged and 
messages sent over it from the mis- 
sion at Versailles to be given Imme- 
diately to the press to facilitate the 
news to the American public. 


"It was planned In advance to have 


this circuit ready at 10 o'clock. Wash- 
ington time, today, which is 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon, Paris time. It was 
planned to file an outline of the pro- 
gram of the day, a series ot bulletins 
on the progress of events.

President Issues An Appeal to American People On 


* Signing of Peace Terms.

"My fellow countrymen: The treaty

furnish the charter for a new order 
of affairs In the world. It Is a se- 
vere treaty In the duties and penalties 
it Imposes upon Germany, but It Is 
severe only because great wrongs 
done by Germany are to be righted 
and repaired; it imposes nothing that 
Germany cannot do, and can regain 
h".' rightful standing in the world sy 
the prompt and honorable fulfillment 
of its terms. 


RIGHTS MANY WRONGS. 


"And 
It is more than a treaty of 


peace with Germany. 
it liberates 


sreat peoples who have never be- 
fore been able to find the way to 
liberty. It ends, once for all, an old 
ind Intolerable order under which 
small groups of selfish men could 
use the peoples of great empires to 
serve their ambition for power and 
dominion. It associates the free gov- 
ernments of the world In a perman- 
ent league In which they are pledged 
to use their united power to maintain 
right and justice. It makes inter- 


national law a reality supported by 
Imperative sanctions.

daily bath. 


In very hot 
weather 
h« 
should 


have two baths a day—sn« In tha 
morning and a cool sponge bath be- 


Bran Baths for Prickly Heat 


fore going to bed at night. 


When hot weather brings to babies 


the plague of prickly heat there Is 
nothing better and 
more soothing 


than the bran bath. 


For this fill a salt bag or muslin 


bag with ordinary bran, put the fill- 
ed bag Into warm water, and soak 
and squcezecthe has until the water 
becomes milky. 
Put the baby Into 


the bath for five 
or 
ten 
minutes, 


dashing the water gently over his 
whole body, and 
dry 
him 
gently, 


with a soft towel, and without rins- 
ing off the bran. Use no soap. Just 
lave the baby's skin gently with the 
milky water. The bran 
bath 
may 


be repeated daily as long as the skin 
is inflamed. 


The ordinary daily bath is usually 


given 
the 
baby 
in 
mid-morn- 


ing, after the bowels 
have moved, 


andM>efore the mid-morning feeding. 


Bathe the baby in a comfortably 


warm room, being sure he 
is pro- 


tected from drafts. Use a small In- 
fant's bath-tub for babies 
under 
a 


year ol<l. 
Test the water with the 


elbo\v. 
When it ' feels neither hot 


nor,cold to the elbow it is right for 
the baby's 
skin. 
Never add 
hot 


water, to the .tub after the -baby fs 
put In. Never leave a young baby 
alone in the tub. Watch and hold 
him constantly. Before beginning ,to 
undress the baby, for his bath gather 
all the material 
needed. 
A 
mild 


soap, soft towels,, powder, the clean 
clothes, the rubber .apron 
for 
the 


mother, the tub, water, etc., should 
be placed In easy reach. Soft checse- 


j cloth Is excellent to use In washing 


I the baby. 
The towels should be old 


and soft. 


Before the baby is 
entirely 
un- 


dressed, wash his head ; and 
scalp 


gently with a very little soap, being 
careful not to get it in his eyes, and 
rinsing the soap off well. 


After the head Is washed, remove 


the clothes and later with a^soapy 
cloth wash the entire body. 
Then 


set the baby in the tub, holding him 
with the left hand 
and 
arm 
and 


sponging his body with the right 
hand. Remove the baby from the bath 
and wrap him in the towel, patting 
the skin gently to dry It. 


A very little fine 
talcum powder 


should be used 
In the 
folds 
and 


creases of the skin. 
Many mothers 


use far too much, thus clogging the 
pores of the skin. 
Do not 
apply 


powder until skin is well dried. 


In summer, the only dress the baby 


needs Is the 'diaper and the thin slip. 


For mothers who cannot easily ob- 


tain the bran, for the prickly-heat 
bran baths for summer, there 
are 


two other simple baths, cooling and 
healing to Inflamed skins, which may 
be'used far 'babies suffering with 
heat rasli. 


The'starch bath is cooling and is 


made by dissolving 1 cupful of or- 
dinary laundry starch In 1 gallon of 
water, and using as directed for the 
bran bath. 
Another cooling bath Is 


the soda :bath, made by dissolving 2 
tnblespoonfuls of plain baking coda 
in a cupful of water, and adding It 
to 1 gallon of the warm bath water.

GO AFTER TRADE OF 


NON-BOLSHEVISTS 


(Correspondence of Associated Pre».) 
London, May SO. — British mer- 


chants have devised a far-reaching 
scheme, based to a great extent on 
government insurance,, for capturing 
the trade of non-Bolshevikl Russia. 
They want to put their goods Into 
"White" Russia before the Germans 
have a chance to do so, but, apart 
from agricultural machifcry on which 
the United States already has the call. 
England, by this plan, could be far 
ahead of any other nation. 


The bill provides that merchants 


shall be furnished with commercial 
information regarding Russia; that 
regular sailings shall be arranged; 
that goods shall be insured and that 
banks shall be enabled to make or- 
dinary advances to traders. Banks 
could also issue warrants against col- 
lateral security of Insured goods and 
the warrants would be valid only for 
purchase of 
British 
goods. 
They 


would have a fixed value In British 
money. 


Sponsors of the scheme point out 


that the government probably wouh 
make a profit as was done through 
the war risk insurance scheme. Tha1 
netted 
the 
government 
J85,000,000 


profit.

grain to prevent railroad congestion 
and excess accumulation at primary 
markets Involving a dual system of 
Individual and blanket permits, wero 
announced last night by Director- 
General Hines. 


GRAIN CONTROL COMMITTEES. 
Grain control committees will bo 


appointed In Duluth, Minneapolis, St. 
Louis and Omaha, to administer con- 
trol of the grain movements to the 
principal markets in their respective 
territories. 
The market jurisdiction 


of the Minneapolis committee will In- 
clude St. Paul, Milwaukee, Chicago 
and Peoria; of the Omaha committee, 
Council Bluffs, Detroit, Toledo, Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, Wich- 
ita and Foil WorLh; the St. Louis 
committee. East St. 
Louis, 
Kansas 


City and St. Joseph, and the territory 
of the Duluth committee will include 
Superior. Each committee will con- 
sist of three members it was Bald, two 
representing the railroad administra- 
tion and one the United States Grain 
Corporation's transportation division. 


The movement of grain from rural 


points to primary markets will be 
controlled by the Issuance of blanket 
permits to tile Individual railroad en- 
tering those markets, while contol 
of the movement between the forego- 
ing primary markets as well as from 
all points to Atlantic Gulf ports will 
be exercised throug the Issuance of 
Individual permits to tho shipper. 


HIXES EXPLAINS PLAX. 


Explaining 
the operation 
of the 


system, Mr. Hines said: 


"The individual permit system con- 


templates that before a shipper of 
grain may load a car, he shall firs* 
have secured an individual transpor- 
tation permit Irom the Brain control 
committee at the market Involved. 
The blanket permit system contem- 
plates that permits shall be Issued by 
the grain control committee directly 
to the Individual railroads and not to 
shippers. 
Each grain control com- 


mittee will ascertain the number of 
carloads of grain Its market can 
daily absorb, and will then allocate 
this number among the different lines 
serving the market on a fair and 
equitable basis, due consideration also 
being ghen in the distribution, to 
connecting lines whose own rails do 
not reach the market directly. Under 
this plan each railroad will only be 
permitted to load dally the number of 
carloads prescribed by the committee 
and each railroad w.111 be expected to 
distribute Its loading as between its 
shippers in as fair a manner as pos- 
sible.

number that could be named and still 
keep the army" within the limits pre- 
scribed by the national defense act 
which required the maintenance of an 
army of 323,000.

TAX DODGERS 


Boston, June 2S.—William, A. Eng- 


lish and John H. O'Brien, members of 
the wool firm ot English & O'Brien, 
were fined $10,000 cacli and sentenced 
to serve eighteen months in prison In 
federal court here late Friday for 
conspiring to defraud the government 
in connection with Income tax re- 
turns.

Now there is a high permanent 
grade. One piece of such work that cures 
a low soft stretch of road Is worth more 
than a dozen years' work In scratching a 
little earth up to the center of the roatl. 
The grading fs done once for all and a 
dry track secured.
